Priority Job for Africa 


HERE is a quite technical reason 

why the priorities of the political 
leaders in Africa are crucial. It is, clear 
that none of the four 
major tasks can be 
executed: unless the 
government plays a 
jrole of leadership. 
iMen cannot be train- 
ed; new techniques 
cannot be, spread in 
agriculture; soctal 
loverhead capital can- 
jnot be built; an in- 
telligent foreign -ex- 
change policy cannot Max Freedman, 
be designed unless the government 
plays its part. Does that. mean that 
successful economic devélopment re- 
quires socialist governments? Has 
capitalisrn no place in economic devel- 
opment? ~~ hee 

The answer is that the more we 
learn’ about economic development, the 
liess appropriate does the old’ ideological 
debate about economic, systems appear. 
In fact, one. of the mest interesting and 
jimportant intellectual currents in. the 
modern world is the abandonment of 
lthe old debate about capitalism and 
socialism in its old terms. 

The truth is that no nation has mod- 
ernized — including highly . capitalist 
United States and Canada-—-without the 
government playing an important role 
of scaorahie in the four’ fundamental 
tasks of the preconditions: education, 


How does this perspectiie bear on 


the. issue of African unity? Does it 
mean that Africans’ must accept as defi 
nitive the borders and the groupings 
which resulted from the quite arbitrary 
decisions of European colonial rulers? 
It certainly does not follow from this 
argument that African unity is to be 
ruled out. What does follow are these 
two .observations. 

First, it is essential that the idea of 
African unity not serve asa substitute 


for-facing the hard concrete tasks of 
modernization at the local level, It 


may turn out to be :the case, in the long 
sweep of history, that some of the: pres- 
ent African national states survive 


only as regional governments, But right 
now they have jobs of modernization 
to do which will not be done unless they 
do them. 

There is no point-—in fact, there is 
great ‘danger—in taking the view that 
the execution of these jobs must await _ 
the emergence of larger governmental 
units. | 


Important Lesson 


There 1s an important lesson for 
Africa in the experience of postwar 
Europe, in this respect. In. the im- 
mediate postwar years, there was some 
tendency, notably in France and Italy, 
to say that effective recovery awaited 
the achievement of a higher degree of 
European unity.
